William Dickinson, Aged 51, Strides 
From Street Into Barn Unnoticed 
and Ends Existance

waukee & St. Paul Railway company, 
committed suicide late Saturday af­ 
ternoon by hanging. 
T h e dead body

liam Duncan 713, 715 Mill street by 
Mr. Duncan about 4:30 o ’clock. 
No 
reason for the suicide is known, al­ 
though some cause, never mentioned 
by Dickinson to friends, was respon­ 
sible for the deed.

known for no one saw him enter the 
stable.

A rope was used by the suicide to 
take bis life.

If it is true that the board of education has adopted a rule requiring 


the literary societies of the high school to pay for the light and heat 


used during their sessions, a grave error has been made.

this letter, and M ayor T orrance left it to

w hether or not it w ould be better to suppress these as having no direct 


bearing on the present 
controversy. 
It w as decided to do 
so, 
and 


hence the executive session. 


T h e council, ignoring the m ajority vote, decided upon creosote in­ 


stead of macadam, as suggested by the m inority. 


The anti-Bird (and hence anti-Anderson) papers raised a great cry, 


intimating that behind those closed doors, inspired by the m onarchial Dr. 


Anderson, a great crim e against the public had been com m itted, 
and 


challenge after challenge to make public the Dr. A nderson ietter was is­ 


sued. 


A fter waiting until the abuse had w axed w arm and indiscrete, Dr. 


Anderson tacked to his form er letter a painfully fitting com m entary upon 


the character and conduct of his abuser, and M ayor T orrance sent both 


to the the publisher with a brief note calling attention to the fact that 


contrary to intimations no request for permission to publish the corres­ 


pondence had been made upon him or Dr. Anderson, and extending the 


privilege of publication. 


Caught neatly in the trap, the publisher could not avoid publishing 


the quite logical letter sent to C ity C lerk Sieger b y Dr. Anderson and 


forming the topic of this vigorous ctroversy, 
together 
with a scathing 


denunciation of himself. 


F orgetfu l of the fact that he had been daily m entioning Dr. A n d er­ 


son’s name in his inquisitorial editorials, the publisher com plains 
that 


the doctor used the m ayor as a “ catsp aw ” to force him 
to 
abuse 
him ­ 


self. 
The publisher’s name w as used by the doctor just seven times in 


the letter; the publisher had used Dr. A nderson’s name just seven times 


in his previous editorial. 
Thus, it w as an “ even break.” 


T h e executive session is not to be encouraged, but it is bad only as it 


shrouds evil or cuts off public know ledge of public business. 
In this case 


Mayor Torrance and his associates acted from most delicate m otives— the 


desire to eliminate the possibility for unpleasantness along 
Cass street.
